"The petitioner

Of Weyuiouth's Water Department 


aud Received Honey Simply For the 


£ Asking— Implicit Confidence of Com 


misslonera Receives a Bad Shock 


Weymontb, Mass., June 26.—The in- 


vestigation into the accounts of Super- 
intendent George J. Eels of .the water 
department, who is underarrest charged 
with embezzling $1800 of tbe funds of 
that department, develops a more se- 
rious state of affairs than even thought 
of wneii the first figure of $5000 was 
named. 
It now seems likely that the 


amount will reach |10,00u, and possibly 
may go to $15,000. 


It was found yesterday that Reis, ap« 


parently, bad overdrawn the payroll to 
tbe amount of $-1300, aud tills item is 
outside of the charge oa which he is now 
held. 
It would appear from general 


talk that the water department was 
managed by Reis and that all he has 
had to do was ask the commissioner for 
a suia of niouey aud it had been given 
him. 


The annual town reports include the 


list of expenditures of the water de- 
partment to Jan 1 last. There is an 
item of payment to a Boston firm for 
51810. It is claimed that the firm's bill 
amounted to only $40*0. 
Other firms 


are mentioned for various sums, and }t 
is claimed that these firms never re- 
ceived the amounts as charged up to 
the department 


It appears that the bills for supplies 


and pay of workmen have never gone 
before the board of water commission- 
ers, but that the money was drawn and 
handed over to Reis to pay bills that be 
claimed were due. In all the other de- 
partments In town tbe orders are all 
drawn by the board of selectmen, and 
the bills are always attached to the or- 
ders, but the water department has been 
run by itself, the clerk drawing all the 
orders. 
, 


The citizens of the town are amazed at 


the manner iu which the water depart- 
ment has been run, as revealed by Reis' 
case. 
At the last town meeting the 


reform committee severely criticised 
the selectmen, fire and school depart- 
ments for the manner in which they 
conducted the town's business, and 
lauded the water department, saying 
it was the only department in town that 
was conducted properly. "Reformers" 
are thunderstruck to find out that tbe 
affairs of that department have been 
run by Reis, 


Toe only explanatio' -rems to be that 


the water corninissioiu • a bud implicit 
confidence iu Reis, wbo has held the 
office for the past 16 years, ever since 
the water system was introduced into 
the town. The town auditors have a 
huge task before them to audit tbe 
books. They have bewi In session the 
past two nights, and will keep at it until 
they can get matters straightened out. 


There are many people in the town 


who gave money to Keis to turn over to 
Collector Stetson for their water taxes 
nnd have no receipt, and are anxiously 
waiting to see If they will be obliged to 
pay over again. Mr. Stetson claims that 
he Is not receiving the support of tbe 
water commissioners as a whole in 
prosecuting tteis. It Is claimed that 
certain people In the water department 
have for some months been aware of 
the fact that Reis was in financial trou- 
ble. 


While there is at present a warrant 


in the hands of Officer Pratt charging 
Reis with forgery, it is doubtful if it Is 
served, as it has nothing to do with the 
present case, but was in connection with 
a real estate deal.

Serious Disturbance In Syrian 


Colony at Lawrence 


BLOOD WAS FEEELY SHED 


Hammers, Bottles, Clubs, Stones and 


Knives Used Without Stint—One of 
the Participants Is In a Hospital, 
Probably Futally Wounded 


Lawrence, Mass., June 26.—The Syr- 


Ian colony, not unfrcquently In an up- 
roar because of personal differences, was 
a place of riot last night. 
One man 


was stabbed, probably fatally, and 10 
Syrians were placed under attest. 


The trouble was a continuation of a 


row of Monday night, when eight Syr- 
ians were locked up. It seems to have 
sprung from a disagreement between 
one group of Syrians called the Valley 
street crowd, and another living on 
"the plains." 


The fight last night occurred nenr the 


latter place, at the corner of Oak and 
Aflshltc streets. 
It was a pitched bat- 


tle, in which hammers, hatchets, clubs 
nnd stones were generally resorted to, 
and, judging from the way in which 
blood was shed, It is likely that not u 
few knives were drawn. 


The fight began between a crowd from 


"the plains" and a few Syrians from 
Galley street. The latter were faring 
badly, ^ut about 200 from Valley street 
came to the rescue, and f*e mob made a 
terrible din. The police swooped down 
on the crowd, and with billies applied 
with no gentle band dispersed the most 
strenuous knots. 
Arrests were made 


of the most warlike Syriacs. 


One Syrian tried to stab Patrolman 


Wadliri, but did not succeed, although 
twice the officer was knocked to the 
ground. 
Abdella Jubilate was struck 


in the head with a hammer, nnd also 
stabbed. 
At tbe Cottage hospital, to 


which he was taken, it was said that 
he might die. 


It Is understood that the trouble last 


night began with an assault on Jubilata 
but for what reason is not known. The 
disturbance naturally caused a big 
crowd of spectators to gather on the out- 
skirts of the contending forces, for it 
was great sport for the urchins. Racial 
feeling, besides, rujjjs strong, and these 
outbursts, which, however, have been 
mild compared with that of last night, 
have to some extent been provoked. 


The present trouble, however, ig

PEKILS OF FIREMEN. 


N THE GREAT CITIES THEIR UVE8 


ARE ALWAYS IN DANGER, 


A >cw T*rk CoB«a«nitVt» That tU 


iMtrmte* the Kin* *f j»snrl»c That 
The** Heroes Are Fre««eailr Call- 
ed Vf»m *• Blsvter. 
Writing OD the daring and th« danger 


of firemen in The Century, Cleveland 
Moffett says: "In all it* history I sup- 
pose tha world has seen DO heroes like 
these, who Join the skill ot gladiators 
with the valor of cruead"rs. Does that 
sound like exaggeration? I should call it 
rather understatement" 


As illustrating the things firemen do 


every day and do gladly, he gives some 
Incidents of one particular fire that hap- 
pened in New York on St. Patrick's day, 
1899. 
It \ras «i pleasant afternoon, and 


Fifth avenue was crowded with people 
to watch the parade. A gayer, pleas- 
anter scene it would have been hard to 
find at 3 o'clock cr a sadder one at 4. 


The Ancient Order of Hibernians, com- 


ing along with hands and banners, were 
Hearing Forty-sixth street when suddenly 
there sounded hoarbe shouts and the an- 
gry clang ot fire gongs, and down For- 
ty-second street came Hook and Ladder 
4 on a dead run and swung into Fifth 
avenue straight at the pompous paraders, 
who Immediately became badly scared 
Irishmen and took to their heels. 
But 


.the big ladders want no farther. Here 
they were needed—oh, so badly needed- 
tor the Windsor hotel was on fire—the 
famous Windsor hotel, at Fifth avenue 
and Forty-seventh street. It was on fire 
and far gone with fire (the thing seems 
Incredible) before ever the engines were 
called, and the reason was that every- 
body supposed that of course somebody 
had sent the alarm. 


And so they all watched the fire and 


waited for the engines, 10 minutes, 15 
minutes, and by that time a great column 
ot flame was roaring up the elevator 
shaft, and people on the roof in their 
madness were jumping down to tbe 
street Then some sane citizen went to 
a fire box and rang tbe call, and within 
90 seconds Engine 65 was oa the ground. 
.And after it came Engines 54 and 21, 
find then hook and ladder companies. 
But there was no making up that lost 15 
minutes. The fire had things is its teeth 
now, and three, four, five alarms went 
out In quick succession. Twenty-three 
engines had their stream* oa that fire in 
almost as mauy minutes. And the big 
fire tower came from Thirty-sixth street 
and Ninth avenue and six hook and lad- 
der companies arrived. 


Let us see bow Hook and Ladder 21 


came. She was the mate of the fire tow- 
er, and the rush of her galloping horses 
was echoing up tbe avenue just as Bat- 
talion Chief John Binns made out a wo- 
man In a seventh story window on the 
Forty-sixth street side, where the fire 
was raging fiercely. The woman was 
holding a little dog in her arms, and it 
looked as if she was going to jump. The 
chief waved to her to stay where she 
was and, running toward the truck, mo- 
tioned it into Forty-sixth street, where- 
upon the tillerman at his back wheel did 
a pretty piece of steering, and even as 
they plunged along the crew began hoist- 
Ins the big ladder. Such a thing is nev- 
er done, for tbe truck might upset with 
the -swaying. But every second counted 
here, and they took 'the chance. 


As th.ey drew along the curb Fireman 


McDermott sprang up the slowly rising 
ladder, and two men came behind with 
scaling ladders, for they saw that the 
main ladder -would never reach the \io- 
tnan. Five stories is what it did reach, 
and then McDermott, standing on tbe 
top round, smashed one of the scaling 
ladders through a sixth story window 
and climbed on, smashed the second seal- 
lag ladder through a seventh story win- 
dow, and five ceconda later had the wo- 
man in hia arms. 


To carry 3 woman down the front of 


burning building on scaling ladders is a 
matter of regular routine for a fireman, 
like jumping from a fourth story down to 
a net or making a bridge of his body. It 
is part ot the business. But to have one 
foot in the air reaching for a lower step 
en a swaying, flimsy thing and to feel the 
other step break under you and to fall 
two feet and catch safely—that is a 
tlt'i" not every fireman could do. But 
McDermott did it, and he brought tbe 
jwotngn safely to tbe ground—and the 
3og too. 


Almost at the same moment the crowd 


en Forty-seventh street was gasping in 
admiration of a rescue feat $ven more 
thrilling. On the roof, screaming in ter- 
ror, was Kate Flnnnigan, a servant, 
swaying over the cornice, on the point of 
throwing herself down. Then out of a 
top floor window crept a little fireman 
and stood on the fire escape gasping for 
air. Then he reached in and dragged 
out an unconscious woman and lowered 
her to others and was just starting down 
himself when yells from the street made 
him look np, and he saw Kate Flaunt- 
gan. She was ten feet above him, and 
be bad no means of reaching her. 


The crowd watched anxiously and saw 


the little fireman lean back over the fire 
escape and motion and shout something 
to the women. And then she crept ovei 
the cornice edge, hung by her hands for 
a second and dropped into the fireman^ 
arms. It isn't every big, strong man who" 
could catch a sizable woman in a fall 
like that and hold her, bnt this stripling 
did it because be had tbe nerve and knew 
how. And that made another life saved. 


By this time flames were breaking out 


of every story from street to roof. 
It 


seemed impossible to go on with the res- 
cue work, yet the men persisted even on 
the Fifth avenue front, bare of fire es- 
capes They used the long extension lad 
ders as far as they could and then "seal 
ed It" from window to window. Here it 
was that William Clark of Hook and 
Ladder 7 made the rescues that gave him 
the Bennett medal—tonic three women 
out of seventh story widows when it 
was like climbing over furnace mouths 
to get there. 


And one of these women he reached 


only by working bis way along narrow 
stone ledges for three windows and back 
tbe same way to bia ladder, with the wo- 
man on bis shoulder. Even eo it Is likelj 
he wtrald have failed in this last effort 
had not Edward Ford come part woj 
along the ledges to n_eet and help him.

Compared wlthT'Ajmere, an* 


with many ot tho cities of India, Jaipur 
la a incio infant, havf&g been in exist- 
ence scarcely 200 years. The absolute 
uniformity of its buildings, both in de- 
sign and material, a lo>ely rose colored 
itpndstone having been used, makes one 
feel as if they must have been construct- 
ed *•>>• the "genii of tha lamp" in response 
to the hasty summons of an Imperious 
master. And this impression of hurried 
magic is only increased when one finds 
that the upper stones are more often 
than not merely a decorative shell, with- 
in which is space aad nothing more. 


Yet Jaipur is a town of considerable 


modem importance, and its" wide streets 
nre daily filled with a motley throng of 
native buyers aad sellers, with a sprin- 
kling of cariosity stricken tourists. Here, 
pacing softly on his padded feet, may be 
seen a hooded cheetah, submissive in his 
blindness to his leaders. But let the hood 
slip, and '"Ware the tiger!" Here a 
naked, ash covered fakir strides proudly, 
through the crowds, his teas, matted hair 
hanging down his back, his red lidded 
d|es taking apparent cognizance of no 
on*, at his' heels one or two disciples of 
either sex. And here, serenely conscious 
of his importance as he swings majes- 
tically from side to side in tbe wide path! 
which er^ry oae hastens to clear for him, 
comes one of the maharajah's elephants, 
bearing on his broad forehead the paint- 
ed insignia of his royai master. 
1 It Is in Jaipur that the traveler is first 
subjected to the overpowering temptation 
of Indian brasswork— I use the adjective 
"overpowering" advisedly. 
Here, too, 


the artfut "hawker man" dangles before 
the helpless femininity native necklaces 
of amethyst, garnet, turquoise and amber, 
and if one escapes from this ordeal with 
a single "pie" there is always another tor 
undergo when the lovely saris— long cot- 
ton cloths worn by both men and women 
i— are brought out to dazzle the eye and 
open, the pocketbook. These cloths are 
from five to nine yards long and are dyed 
in the softest and most beautiful colors 
that eastern taste can. suggest, and so 
long as two threads hang together those 
colors seem to endure. 
The process of laundering these saris is, 


like most processes in this land where 
taking things easy has been, reduced to a 
fine art, a very simple one. The precepts 
of their native religions, however they 
may differ in other respects, are alike irf 
compelling many ablutions. So Hindoo, 
Mohammedan, Sikh and Buddhist, when 
about to jtake a bath, will strip down to 
the loin doth and give their other gar- 
ment the same treatment given to their. 
bodies, after which they drape it around 
their legs and shoulders, wet or dry, as it 
may be, assured that the kindly, eun of 
India will do the rest 


The ancient city of Amber and Jaipur's 


former capital lies about five miles to the 
east of the present royal residence. It is 
reached by a long avenue lined by a tall 
fcecige of cacti, behind which, are scat- 
tered venerable tombs, ruined temples 
and deserted villas. The famous palace; 
bf Amber, second to renown to only one- 
other in all this great land of palaces, lies 
on the rocky side of a range of hills, up 
whose rugged, slopes climbs the but- 
tressed wall of the old city, and high 
above all stands the guardian, fort, its 
ramparts unmanned, its watch towers 
forsaken, its very existence an anomaly, 
where there, is- nothing left to guard but 
empty walls. In a hollow below the 
palace a tiny lake raffles it bravely in 
the passing breeze; on its bosom, the 
creamy lofns blooms, and in its depths 
the palace sees tbe constant reflection, ot 
her forsaken charms. 'Tie a. very, Vashti 
among palaces, and tne preferred Esther 
at Jaipur is not to be compared to her. 


Without were jutting balconies, witB 


screens of cunningly carved alabaster, 
latticed windows behind which dark eyes 
had flashed and soft voices murmured, 
and broad marble steps that had echoed 
to the tread of many a princely warrior. 
IWithin were rows upon rows of fluted 
Icolumns, wiles of marble halls, stately 
pavilions where the "lord of lords" had 
dispensed justice and injustice to his 
Waiting vassals and vaulted rooms whose 
ceilings and walls were curiously inlaid 
with the mirrored and spangled work for 
Which Jaipur has long been famous. The 
mirrors used in the decorations are not 
more than an inch square, and the ef- 
fect of the innumerable reflections as one 
Stands in an alcove and moves the hands 
md head is both .bewildering and bean- 
ifuL 


Simple prose fails to give any adequate 
dea of the beauty and wealth which the 
oriental potentates lavished and lavish1 
Upon tbe magnificent buildings which 
they erect today, occupy tomorrow and 
desert In a twelvemonth. They are scat- 
tered from one end of India to the other, 
abandoned to the birds, tbe bate and the 
tourist Amber, however, is not entirely 
given over to these three. At the head 
ot one flight of steps stands a grimy, 
smoky temple to Kali the Terrible, and 
daily a kid is sacrificed here to propitiate 
or appease this dreadful goddess. 


The morning we were there a little 


bleating creature was tugging at its rope 
as If aware of the impending fate, and al- 
tar, floor and steps were stained with the 
blood of many a previous sacrifice. The

"Plausible" is a word well chosen here. 
It defends the public official by de- 
scribing the charges as taply "plaus- 
ible.75" not having the validity of truth 
But, at the same time, it confesses that 
the charges can be plausibly made, 
that Is, that they can be made with at 
least more show of truth. Who, now, 
will come in and tell us to whic^i the 
right belongs in this matter? What 
competent authority wiii say whether 
the charges were "plausible" or truth- 
ful? There is no authority to do this 
tor U9. Th» matter is left to public 
judgment. 


The man in public life with low 


Ideals ,or with 
selfish interests to 


serve, is ever in a hurry to meet the 
attacks upon by declaring that the ar- 
guments of his opponents are 
only 


"plausible." Is- the man alone with 
God reduced to this extremity? Must 
fce also take refuge In this? Further, 
and far more serious, can this man so 
jeopardize the company he professes 
to keep as to do an act that leaves him 
open to even a "plausible" charge of 
wrong-doing 
looked at from this 


point of view,, "plausible" becomes a 
•trong, condemnatory word. No man 
who sets himself beside the Supreme 
Justice has any business to be caught 
In an act against which "plausible" ar 
gument of wrong-doing can be pre- 
ferred. 
The superlatively 
righteous 


man muet keep himself out of the cur- 
rent in which the eons of Adam swim. 


TJu whole of the matter to thin: The 


ethical livery of the wrong-doer must 
not be borrowed by the righteous or 
professedly righteous man. The right- 
eous man cannot afford to even be 
suspected of doing wrong that good 
may come of it. 


Too often wrong is done to this end. 


And at subsequent times it makes it 
possible for dishonest men to reply to 
honest protests with a tracer.

Leslie's Weekly in its current num- 


ber doeg a service for workinjrmen in 
publishing an article by Professor Jo- 
seph Owen, the English scholar, on 
"Advantages of the higher education 
to workingmen. The personality cf the 
writer .idds much to the interest of 
the article, adde to its value also, for 
six years tigo Professor Owen was a 
mill-worker 
st 
Oldham. 
Fighting 


against odds and supposing a young 
wife, whose recent death severely test- 
ed his oluck, Owen received the degree 
of bachelor of arts from BalHoi college 
a few months ago and since has been 
elected to a fellow snip at Pembroke. 
So it is a Tvorkingman who speaks fh 
defense of higher education "for work- 
ingmen. In the beginning he gives th> 
commonly accepted view of such edu- 
cation as follows: 


"The higher education is sometimes 


supposed to consist of a knowledge of 
certain things which have no bearing 
on the jeal business of life. It serves 
as a refined amusement to those -nbi 
are removed from the necessity of tak- 
ing life seriously. It is only incident- 
ally that it assumes any real import, 
ance, viz.' to finding lucrative and 
agreeable employment to a 
certain 


number of teachers, professors, writ- 
ers, aad others, who, like other bus- 
mess *nen, make a pro£t by selling a 
useless article. 
Such studies al the 


classical languages and" literatures, his- 
tory and philosophy, form a fit prepa- 
ration for n- life of Interesting dilet- 
tanteism. One may occupy himself 
seriously with them only if he has un- 
limited leisure, or in the capacity of 
academic professor provides himself 
thereby a respectable livelihood. Such 
is the view commonly accepted. 
And 


yet it is easy to see that literature, 
history, and philosophy do not exist 
for any ulterior profit; nor are they 
the products of idle minds in search of 
amusement." 
^ 


Farther along Professor Owen notes 


that "The most important things are 
he'd to be a good livelihood and «i 
moral life. And so, no doubt, they are. 
The 
commonplace 
vhtues are 
no 


doubt socially of most value. 
Society 


stands firm only on the solid basis of 
respectability." 
Yet, he says, "Art, 


science, philosophy, music, history, so 
far aa these help, we desire them; not 
to become professional artists, scien- 
tists, musicians, historians, teachers of 
philosophic- systems, 
but to live 
to 


learn of -wisdom and be satisfied." Mr. 
Owen notes more. He sees that "edu- 
cation, a high standard of 
intellect, 


knowledge, refinement of taste, these 
are associated with a certain conven» 
tional social 
rank 
and 
material 


wealth," and, he declares 
"if wealth 


without education is ridiculed, educa- 
tion without wealth is pitied. 
Hence 


there seems something anomalous in 
any education for worklngmen. which, 
does not teach them to improve their 
material position." 
But 
Professor 


Owen meets this argument squarely 
and destroys ft when he says: 
"Va- 


rious influences conspire to induce any 
workingman with more than ordinarv 
gifts to use them as a lever for social 
advancement. 
No workingman who 


can acquire knowledge and training 
for any higher branches of work need 
lack employment or m terial reward. 
The modern industrial and commercial 
world has been- built up by the 
'men 


who ha"e risen.' " 
Thus he shows 


that the workingman 
does not need 


education to lift bum in material pros- 
perity. That is 
e<s w«ll within hi& 


reach without education as with It. 
Professor Owen then tells a lot of 
truth- 


"Why, then should the workinKman 


with brains and gifts throw 
them 


away on the question of 'higher edu- 
cation' which leaves him just a com- 
mon arrisan? The answer is two-fold. 
In the firs* place we may point out 
that wealth does not always enrich, 
nor poverty always impoverish, life. 
Men frequently labor for that which, is 
n8t bread. In those cases where one 
has a choice between 
a career of 


worldly success and a life devoted to 
the puisuit of knowledge for Us own 
sake—or rather for the sake of the 
soul—It is not always wise to choose 
the former. But, further, tfye great ma- 
jority of 
Intelligent and thoughtful 


workingmen have to make no 
such 


choice. 
They do not deliberately set 


themselves to the task of 'getting on' ? 
They nerform their day's work but 
they live wholly therein. They do take 
some interest in the life of thouerht; 
they discuss those perennial themes, 
religion, politics, art. society, 
love, 


They do read, but often •ntffiout aim. 
They think, but without method. They 
feel themselves oppressed «n4 confine 1 
by the narrow limits sf their material 
life. They are absorbed bjf petty cares; 
the sphere for the.exercise of their pow 
era is jn a small scale. Their labor 
Htselfl .n these days of mechanical 
tasks, i affords no outlet f"r the exnrea- 
sion of their life and character. 


"The only true deliverance from such 


bondage must come through the en- 
largement of the life within. 
Only 


the higper education can bring that 
widpr 
vision and enlarged 
Interest 


which lit* such lives on to a 
noble 


plane. 


"The day is long1 past when 
the 


workman existed for his work alone 
His life and character must be mould- 
«1 by other Influences. If he wishes to 
enter more fully into the greater life 
of our century, 
the 
only 
avenue 


is through the higher education." 


This touts the common error of the 


professional pdurator that all a work- 
Ingman Is locking for Is a way of 
"getting on," and shows that the only 
true deliverance from the bondage of 
tho worklngman "must come through 
the enlargement of the life within." 
Professor Owen i» speaking 
ot 
the 


"higher education," but what he Bays 
U just as applicable to the work of 
the high school a§ to the 
work 
ot 


the college. The eularegment o( the 
life within instead of devices for uuick 
bread-winning la the true aim and 
work of popular education. The great 
majority of workingmen have no thirst 
<or- the counting room 
or 
gigantic 


combines. So far as material prosper- 
ity is concerned they are 
concent to 


work, content to give an honest day's 
labor for a living wage. But they want 
to live while thsy work. Their intel- 
lect and social sympathUes are not 
measured by their worldly ambitions. 
They would resent, if they could be 
heard on the matter, the discreditable 
opinion that they are summed up in 
bills of fare, house furnishings and 
dress. They are far more and they 
want far more, ao is. known to tha nu- 
merous book agents who apply to our 
professional educators for recommen- 
dations for their waies. 


Think of offering business courses 


to such men!

Willie Anderson, who won the open 


championship at Myopia, is thorough- 
ly deserving of the title, both from h's 
showing in pievious national tourna- 
ments and from his abiiny to play 
the game accurately and in correct 
style He is an extremely neat player, 
eveiything he does appearing to be 
executed with the greatest ease. He 
whips hla club well lound his shouldeis 
arid carries through a long way, tho 
position of his feet and body at the end 
of the stioke g-Hlng the impression 
that he has 
put 
every 
ounce of 


strength in him into the ball, and yet 
has not been guilty of pi easing. His 
approach shots are all done with sin- 
gular grace and confidence, and he has 
the vanet yof strokes to suit the roll 
.of the country or the direction of tho 
wind which mark the first-class player 
His putting- is as attractive as the rest 
of his game, for he never hesitates or 
is fussy on the* greens, but strikes the 
ball cleanly and as freely as if he were 
out merely for a round of practice. 


To be satisfied with the luck of the 


green and not to allow apparent dis- 
aster to effect bis game appear to be 
constitutional with him, for during 
the five rounds he had many things 
happen which would have broKten the 
heart of a less sturdy golfer. For in- 
stance, on the second round of the sec- 
ond day, when the players were so 
close that he must have known that 
every stroke bore heavily on the re- 
sult, he topped his drive when going 
for the fourth hole. It la about the 
worst place on the course to top a 
duve, for the swamp in front of the 
teedng- ground la little better than a 
burial ground for a ball which reaches 
its surface. This ball was hit hard and 
could not be found in the bed of rank 
grass, mud and water. 
Everybody 


thought that Anderson would take ad- 
vantage of the local rule and tee for 
three, a loss of two strokes. After a 
deal of poking in the mud the ball was 
found deep in the swamp. 


Anderson was not perturbed and se- 


lected to play it out. It was taking a 
great chance, for it was odds that he 
would only bury it deeper ia the mire. 
The stance was ankle deep in mud ar 
water. Anderson made a great dig 
with an lion, and the ball and great 
chunks of the swamp went flying 
through the air, the former for at least 
T5 yards. 
This recovery alone was 


worthy of the championship, for to 
select to play from such a lie was grit 
in the first place and the execution of 
the stroke was1 determination backed 
by unusual strength and .skill. 


Again on the 17th green Anderson 


twice had a ball go into the cup, circle 
it, and come 6ul again. 
On neither 


occasion did he say a word or make 
'the least gesture of annoyance. 


It was his modest manner and the 


quiet, easy way in which he played 
that made people following nls game 
hope that he would win.

He is as honest as he is unassuming, 


and quite free from the smart, in- 
siduous methods of the g-olf teacher 
with a reputation. It was Anderson 
who told a stout lady who was taking 
lessons from him that she might "as 
wa' save her husband's money," and 
when asked by a beginner whom he 
had been teaching whether he would 
be able to play a decent game told 
him, "Nf\er"

Former Local Pastor Causes Sensation 


By Boston Address 


The following from today's Boston 


Herald will interest the many local 
friends of Rev. Mr. Rowley, formerly 
pastor of the Baptist church in this 
city: 


With the suddenness of a clap of 


thunder, in the midst of the gradua- 
ting exercises of the Bro'okllne high 
school class, last night, at the town 
hall, the Rev. Francis H. Rowley, pas- 
tor of the First Baptist church, Bostonl 
sounded words of warning to the class 
and to the 2000 persons wht> were pres- 
at the exercises, that the courses of 
studies pursued at the present day in 
New England high schools tend 
to 


overtax students; that they are gradu- 
ated weaklings instead bf strong, ro- 
bust young men and woman and are 
sent out into the world to face cares 
and responsibilities, unfit for the du- 
ties before them. 


He said that the fault lay with the 


colleges, and that it would be far bet- 
ter to grow up in dense ignorance than 
to undermine their health by over-ap- 
plication to study, as is BO often the 
case.

WtB-iftrt'S REPLY TO HAYNE. 


BiatorUui McMwter Call. It «tb* 


Flrtt «f American Orations." 


Webster's speech, the ever famous "Re- 


ply to Hayne,"' occupied thi've hours and 
a half on Tuesday, Jan^ 26, 1S30, and 
three more on' AVednesda'y, the S7th, be- 
fore he reached his peroration and moved 
the house and gallery to shouts of ap- 
plause as he utteieJ "that other senti- 
ment, dear to every true American heart, 
liberty aod union, now and forever, »ue 
and inseparable." 


Says one who heard it: "Were it pos- 


sible to transfer to paper the manner in 
which it was delivered, to infuse with ev- 
ery report the toue of sarcasm, the curl 
of the lip, the Hush of the check, the flash 
of the eye, by which the language of the 
orator was frequently enlivened, elucidat- 
ed and enforced, then, hot not till than, 
could those who hove had no opportunity 
of hearing this speech be made sensible 
of the banquet which they have lost." 


While praise of this sort was passing 


from newspaper to newspaper over the 
country nobody save those who crowded 
the senate chamber knew what either 
Hayne or Webster said. A few journals 
of prominence, and with wide circulation 
for those days, maintained at the capital 
correspondents whose daily or weekly let- 
ters appeared as soon as the mail could 
carry them, aod it was from such writers 
that the country first heard of tha Web- 
ster-Hayne debate. But for the full re- 
ports of the speeches the press the coun- 
try over was dependent uppn the Wash- 
ington newspapers, and in this instance 
the reports were deliberately held back 
for revision. "We do not know," says 
the editor of the Philadelphia Gazette of 
Feb. 15, "what has become of Mr. 
Hayne's and Mr. Webster's speeches." 
Not till the 17th of February was he able 
to print a small part of Hayne's reply of 
Jan. 21, with the remark. "We have at 
length received from Washington the first 
part of Mr, Hapne's speech," and not till 
Feb. 25, just 30 days after it was deliv- 
ered, did the people of Philadelphia read 
the fine opening passage of Webster's 
second reply to Hayne. March came be- 
fore it was printed in the New York 
Evening Post, and the month was well 
advanced before a pamphlet edition was 
issued at Boston. 


But Webster's friends and admirers did 


not wait for the report of the second 
speech to flood him with praise. As the 
report of his first speech went abroad 
each mail brought letters full of enthusi- 
asm. The editor of The National Intelli- 
gencer, a Washington journal, stated that 
20,000 copies in pamphlet form were 
printed in his office and that he believed 
as many more were printed in other 
cities. Great bundles of these little books 
were sent to South Carolina to be scat- 
tered over the state. 


That the second reply to THayne is 


Webster's masterpiece is now beyond 
question. Never again did he equal it in 
eloquence, in argument and in earnest- 
ness of purpose, nor indeed has any one 
else. It is today the first of American 
orations."— John Bach McMaster iu Cen- 
tury.

It is 
greatest, therefore, from a commercial 
standpoint, but is remarkable also as a 
strategic basis in time of war. "We 
have added a vast area to tlie United 
States of incomparable richness, natu- 
ral resources and fertility. The climate 
Is salubrious, and the Anglo-Saxon can 
live in any part of the country with 
comfort and little expense comparative- 
ly because of the warm weather. A 
man with a small income can build up 
"a competence there more readily than 
In this country, and the field is full of 
opportunity for the industrious and the 
thrifty. The Boil Is capable of support- 
ing three times thfc present number of 
Inhabitants and of doing it much better 
than they are now supported when 
there/ are better facilities of transporta- 
tion. 


Anything that grows In the temper- 


nte and tropical zone can be raised 
somewhere in the mountains or plains 
of the Philippines. 


A great many Americans went out to 


the Philippines on prospecting tours, 
bat were disappointed at the passage 
of the Spooner uill, with its amend- 
ments, which prevents the granting of 
any franchises until congress makes 
laws to regulate them. I am told that 
surreys have been made for several 
railroads which would approximately 
cover the following routes: pne 200 
miles to the south of Manila, another 
170 miles through the eastern part "of 
the great valley of Luzon directly in- 
land to Benguet, in the mountains, and 
a third 110 miles to the north, being an 
extension of the present road. This 
will make the present line 250 miles 
long if the extension is built 


We shall obtain a large market for 


our manufactures Jn the islands, and 
the whole trade of the archipelago will 
come under our exclusive control in a 
few years—that is, as soon as the 
clause of the treaty of peace by which 
we agreed to give Spain equal trade 
privileges in the islands with ourselves 
expires. 


The Filipinos belong to the thirteenth 


or fourteenth century, but are a kind, 
peaco loving and intelligent people. 
This is true of the whole so far as I 
have observed and is not confined to 
any particular locality or class. Th« 
people are loyal, arc fond of displaying 
the stars and stripes and look upon the 
Americans as a race of benefactors 
little less than wonderful in their in- 
genuily. 


The timber lands nearly all belong to 


the government. There are forests of 
ebony, mahogany and other rare hard 
and valuable woo/Is that will be used 
some <Jay in the United States for fur- 
niture and bouse trimmings. Of these 
woods I should say there are at least 
100 varieties, many of which are whol- 
ly unfamiliar to Americans. I am in 
favor of preserving the forests by gov- 
ernment regulation instead of allowing 
tbe timber to be swept clean by private 
interests, 


The archipelago is of first importance 


from a military standpoint, because it 
gives us a station at a comparatively 
short distance from the great future 
field of commerce, the Chinese empire, 
with 400,000,000 inhabitants, in the 
southeastern part of Asia, As these 
nations produce more they will become 
more capable of buying, and the chance 
of controlling their trade is enhanced 
by having a strong outpost at Manila, 
at the very gates of the orient. It may 
not be that we shall e"v«»r have to fight 
to hold or control this trade, but we 
shall be much more apt to have our 
share of it if we are prepared for 
strong meagures to defend our rights, 
Just as a man makes secure against 
burglars by having a watchman in the 
house and putting locks on his front 
door. 


It is for the corps of engineers,of the 


army, of course, to consider the fortifi- 
cation and defense of the Philippines, 
and some surveys have probably been 
made already with that end in view. I 
am especially hopeful of the Filipino as 
a soldier. The natives are stubborn and 
courageous fighters, and an army offi- 
cered by* Americans could be raised 
among them sufficient for the defense 
of the archipelago. So far vrc have not 
taken many natives into the army, bui 
we have used them to police tbe cities 
with excellent results. The few that 
have served with me have shown cour- 
age and dash on the field when led by 
white officers. 


I feel that the Americans In taking 


tbe Philippines are performing a great. 
Lumanitarian act which wilj redound 
to the material Interest of the Filipinos 
as well as to their intellectual develop- 
ment and will enable them in time to 
enjoy tbe same freedom that tbe Amer- 
icans do. 
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A DINOSAUR FOUND. 


Profeuor It lire* Discovers Hemalaa 
of One Near Uritud Junction, Colo. 
Profrssor Uiggs of the Field Colum- 


bian museum of Chicago, who has been 
delving iu the earth ten milea below 
Grand Junction, Colo., on the other 
side of the Grand river, tms discovered 


j the remains of an immense specimen 


of the dinosaur, the prehistoric mon- 
ster that used to drink out of the vast 
lake that once covered the territory 
now known as Grand valley, says the 
New York Times. The fossilized re- 
mains of the dinosaur are nearly per- 
fect and as complete as any yet discov- 
ered in any part of tho continent. The 
one under discussion must have been 
over 70 feet in length and nearly 9 feet 
In height. 


Professor Riggs has been at work 


across the Grand river for the past few 
weeks, being assisted by skilled work- 
men. The skeleton will be taken to Chi- 
cago and set up in the museum. The 
discovery of the magnificent specimen 
will add fresh laurels to the fame of 
Dr. Riggs.

General Lew Wallace's "Ben-Hur." 


•which was recently issued In a new 
and illustrated edition, called the Play- 
ers' edition because of the novelty'and 
Interest which the scenes of the play 
lent to the illustrations, has also been 
the recipient of another compliment, 
which must be gratifying to th'e au- 
thor, says Harper's Bulletin of Literary 
Gossip. "Ben-Hur," it appears, fell in- 
to the hands of a Greek scholar who, 
en his own confession, never reads nov- 
els, but who was so captivated by tha 
great tale of the Messiah that he im- 
mediately made application to trans- 
late the book into modern Greek. This 
la now being done, and so tbe book 
makes its way, conquering new worlds 
for itself, in one language after an- 
other.

He thought that 
these capitalists could secure very low 
transportation rates from the seaboard 
to the farms, and be proposed to let tbe 
British government in some round- 
about way provide the ships for tbe 
Boers" transportation from Africa to 
this country. A number of English of- 
ficers now in South Africa and some 
eminent public men in England took 
this plan seriously and thought well of 
it, provided It could be carried out 
without the Britisb governments aid 
In tbe matter becoming known. 


"While studying tbe Black forest to 


the interest of his reforestation idea 
Governor Pingree even secured the 
names of a number of keepers who 
were willing to emigrate to Michigan 
and assume care of tbe forests be pro- 
posed to plant"

WILL. RUE WAKING OF CHINA 


Jean de BlocV* Prediction of fhe 


New Empire. 


"China will be a mighty world power 


within a generation. The powers have 
themselves to thank for the prospect," 
said M. Jean de Bloch, one of Russia's 
councilors of state and a member of the 
czar's ministry of finance, in an inter- 
view the other night with tbe New 
York Herald's London correspondent. 
M. de Blocb has arrived in London to 
lecture on the lessons of the Boer war 
in their application to European condi- 
tions. He continued: 


"The allied invasion of the Chinese 


empire accomplished but one tangible 
and abiding thing. It has federated a 
great and patriotic people as indissolu- 
bly as did Bismarck the united states 
of the German empire. It has awaken, 
ed in them a sentiment of aggressive 
nationalism that bodes ill for the civili- 
zations which BO long have held them 
in contempt. 


"Perhaps the new China will never 


menace the political peace of the world. 
It will certainly revolutionize interna- 
tional commercial conditions. I expect 
to see tbe day when Chinese traders 
will drive out of the oriental markets 
all the natious now assuming exclusive 
rights there. With these retaken who 
can tell where the ambitions of the 
awakened empire will stop? China has 
simply been rudely aroused from cen- 
turies of slumber. When her eyes are 
wide open to her own potentialities, the 
powers may rue the day they sounded 
tbe alarm."

GREAT FIND OF RELICS. 


Diver Recover* Giro Carriages Used 


on Schooner Royal Savose. 


J. G. Falcon of Burlington, Vt, a div- 


er, recently visited the spot where the 
schooner Royal Savage, commanded by 
General Benedict Arnold, was sunk in 
1776 by the British, says the New York 
World. He found three gun carriages 
and about 30 cannon balls and shot 
Two of the former will be sent to the 
Smithsonian institution at Washing- 
ton, and the other has been given to 
the city of Burlington.

Bishop Porter'* AddreM 


There were two events of importance 


last evening, tone distinctly so to the 
alumni and the other 
equally so 


to the undergraduates. That of the 
alumni was the address in the Con- 
gregational church by the Rt. Rev. 
Henry C. Potter, D. D., LL. D., bishop 
of N«w York. He epoke on the relig- 
ions of pagan lands and the ruisconcep 


oeatnr.

tion of them here. His address was 
wonderfully able and was listened to 
with a great deal of interest. During 
his visit in town Bishop Potter was a 
guest at Keewaydin, the summer home 
of Mr. and Mrs. S. P. Bladgren of New 
York city. 
The bishop returned to 


New York on the early train this 
morning. 


Bishop Potter began by expressing 


his appreciation of the invitation to 
address the alumni of the college, say- 
ing that the kindliness was greater 
inasmuch as one was" being received 
who represented an ecclesiastical sys- 
tem against which our forefathers pro 
tested and revolted; and which, be- 
fore modern ideas had cut its claws 
or pared its talons, our Puritan an- 
cestors regarded fis equally dangerous 
to religious and civil freedom. Thera 
is, however, he continued, a curious 
quality in what may be best described 
as our American atmosphere that at 
once disarms and transforms ancient 
institutions or policies, so far as that 
in them is concerned which is hostile 
or alien to our free spirit. The ex- 
tremes 
of 
philosophic, religious or 


political opinion exist, in. absolute in- 
dependence, and with unrestricted op- 
portunities for expression or propa- 
gandism; but pe'ople no longer fly at 
one another's throats, or hate one an- 
other cordially and bitterly, as part 
either of tour religion or our manners. 


Bishop 
Potter then went-, directly 


upon his subject, saying that though 
the rise and growth of Williams c'ol- 
lege cannot help but command respect 
and admiration, ttere^was one inci- 
dent of the intercollegiate life which 
was to a stranger of the largest pro- 
phetic meaning and of the widest hu- 
man influence. 
He referred to the 


meeting of Mills, Richards and R'ob- 
blns near the haystack, in mission 
park in 1807, under the leadership of 
the first named, when Mills unfolded 
to his friends the great conception that 
had broken upon his soul, and kin- 
dled theirs into a passion for peoples 
perishi-ng in pagan darkness, out of 
which came the most remarkable mis- 
sionary movement 'of modern times. 
Nothing, the speaker said, in all the 
history of the college so widely ap- 
peals to the poetic imaginatio, to a 
passion of high enthusiasm, and to that 
dominant note in the'human constitu- 
tion which answers to the appeal of 
the Cross of Chrisfi as this single 
page in it. 


Bishop Potter then followed these 


men and their successors into the dis- 
.ant fields in pagan lands to which 
.hey went. In speaking of the dif- 
'erent religions, he said that a com- 
parative study had brought to light 
at least 
tw%o clear convictions,—one 


hat God has* had in all human history 
many ways Of revealing himself; and 
the other that there is, after all, no 
wholly right method of missionary en- 
deavor other than that which St. Pall 
pursued 'on Mars IJill when, ag he 
passed by he saw an alter to the un- 
known God. Not ridicule nor denun- 
ciation nor contempt was his method, 
but recognition of the deep want of 
man and of the 'often honest though 
often blundering methods of men who 
sought to find an answer to it. This 
must needs become the method, not 
only in the domain of religion, but in 
all other undertakings in connection 
with which we of Angl'o-Saxon lineage 
are turning our faces toward those 
new lands and peoples that beckon to- 
day. It must begin in the domain Of 
religion, because religion lies at the 
foundation of all national life and per 
sonal conduct, and it must begin there 
by being just and speaking the truth. 


The speaker illustrated his meaning 


peisonal experiences and investiga- 


tions in India, which were mostly 
along the family life of the people. He 
also sp'oko of the Hebrew race, saying 
that it was marked from its earliest 
existence with strong and fine traits. 
The family life is, he said, the key to 
all the rest, and it is impossible not to 
recognize how 
po\vcrfully and how 


endurmgly the principles which deter- 
mined the organization of" the family 
and 
the 
laws 
that 
governed 
it, 


have 
influenced 
and 
determined 


the whole progress of 
its- growth 


and achievement. It was the glory of 
our Puritan ancestry that, in an age 
that had largely lost them, it set about 
restoring some of those more domi- 
nant notes of the Hebraic household 
which made.the families of Israel such 
mighty forces In the world. 


Reference was then made at eon-.e 


length to the popular impressions of 
western pooples that, sJ far aa the 
domestic life of India is concerned, it 
has been one of uniform cruelty, lust 
and degradation. 
These impresoions 


are often grotesque distortion or ex- 
aggeration of the facts. Bisnop Pot- 
ter spoke of his own visits to the 
homes of and int^trviews with native 
East Indians of distinguished rank and 
culture, and quoted from the laws of 
Manu, the semi-divine law giver of the 
east, defining the place of woman in 
the economy of East Indian life and 
showing that woman is honored and 
respected. Mention was also made by 
the speaker 
to 
the child-marriage, 


which Is said to be the- greatest curse 
In India nnd which it is claimed is 
sanctioned by religion. 
This is not 


true, the wpoaker sniii, for religion for* 
bids It. The so-called child-marriage 
is nothing more than b. betrothal in 


that the *eif-buttuuc of widows waa 
not sauotittneu by the religion, 
but 


\vas the result of .other cause*, and it 
iws been practically suppressed by the 
Hirniua 
themselves, aided by the 


British government. 
Bishop 
Potter 


quoted different auiaorit.e* in prwX 
of this. 


The cause of toll misapprehension, 


Bishop Potter said, i» thrae-fold: Ig- 
norance; a not altogether unatnlabSe 
passion for exaggeration; a constitu- 
tional incapacity on the part of the 
western to understand the processes 
of the easte?n mind. 


Bishop Potter referred to the Inabil- 


ity of Christianity to suppress the vice 
of drunkenness, while Mohammedan- 
ism in Oriental lands does control it, 
and then showed what was the duty 
of this people in ic-gard to these for- 
eign people. 


In closing the bishop paid a glowing 


tribute to Dr. Franklin Carter, ex- 
pressing in beautiful words his idea of 
the man and the service lie has given 
the college.

The following are the changes in *h^ 


war revenue bill,, relating to real es- 
tate, etc., which will go into effect 
July 1, 1901: 


The 'aw Is reoealed and no starring 


arc required on the following instru- 
ments: Leases, mortgages, powers of 
a-ttorney, promissory notes 


The law is modified and conveyances 


wiU be taxable as follows: Conveyanc- 
are exempt where the value of prop- 
erty is Itss than $2500; 
and taxable 


where value of property exceeds $2500, 
at the rate of 25 cents for each $500 
above $2500. 


In short on and after July 1, con- 


veyances, where value of property ex- 
ceeds $2500 are taxable at rate of £5 
cents for each $500 above $2500 and aM 
other instruments are extmpt from tax 
ation. 


Instruments executed prior to July 1, 


1901, but subsequently recorded are sub 
jeot to ihe law as originally passed. 


In addition to the instruments re- 


lating to the conveyance of real es- 
tate specified above stamps are not 
required on the following instruments 
in ordinary use for bank and commer- 
cial purposes: 


Bank checks, sigh* drafts, express 


receipts, insurance, protests, telegraph 
and telephone messages, bills of lading 
for export, bonds of indemnity, certf- 
fir"*en jf deposit, money orders, cer- 
tificates °f damage,
